States is in earnest in its intention to 
oust him and may accomplish his elim- 
ination by lifting the embargo on arras, 
but also that Oreat Britain,' as well as 
the other foreign powers, have assumed 
more than a passive attitude of ac- 
iiuiesenco in the American policy. 


England Drops a Hint. 


The fai-.t that Sir Lionel Carden, Brit- 


ish minister to Mexico is communicating 
to Huerta intimations of a. strong char- 
acter that he must eliminate, himself in 
accordance with the American conten- 
tion, \K snid to be the. development upon 
which the situation has turned within 
the last two days. 


Refusal to resign or prevent the new 


congress from complicating the situation 
by giving oil concessions this govern- 
ment would consider illegal, might mean 
that the American' government would 
go forward in its policy pf morally sup- 
porting the constitutionalists. 


The capture of Juarez by constitution- 


alists, an important port through which 
munitions of war might be passed for a 
vigorous campaign on Chihuahua and the.

Waiting on the Currency Bill 


There are unmistakable evidences of popular impa- 


tience with the bickering and the quibbling that has serv- 
ed to delay the enactment of the bill for currency reform, 
and no element should be in better position to realize this 
fact than are the statesmen who have been engaged in the 
work of formulating the tentative measure. Apparently 
there has been from the first a disposition on all sides to 
hold fast and to make no concessions. Widely apart on 
Borne of the basic principles of the bill, the opposing fac- 
,-tions have been pulling and hauling for some weeks, with 
the result that two bills are now said to be practically 
ready to be submittted to the senate. 


Perhaps it would be too much to expect that the phy- 


sicians of finance who have been caHed in to prescribe for 
the country's monetary ills would be in entire accord as to 
diagnosis and treatment. It must be admitted, however, 
"that .financial talent of quite as high rank has supported 
what has been known as the "administration" measure as 
is that which has opposed it, though the bankers in oppo- 
sition probably have somewhat of an advantage in num- 
bers. "When the experts are unable to agree as to the best 
method-of procedure, who is to decide1? With far-sighted 
financiers realizing that currency reform is not only urg- 


- ently needed, but that the people are demanding it much 


the .same as they insisted upon tariff revision, is there any 
;valid reason for further delay? Nobody expects the cur- 
rency bill, as it shall finally come from congress, to be ab- 
eolute perfection, but its defects can be subsequently rem- 
edied as they shall become apparent. The business inter- 
ests of the country are waiting on the currency bill. They 
shmild be compelled to wait uo longer than is absolutely 
necessary, and the time is already up. Action is the thing 
now desired.

The news story in the times then goes 
n to say: 
"In this cable to Secretary of War 
larrison, and in a letter to Governor 
eneral Harrison enclosing a copv of 
if message, Vice Governor Newton AN', 
ilbcrt this morning severed ;\. connection 
ith the Philippine government which 
as lasted for seven years. Soon after 
liis action had been taken the rumor of 
; Imd .spread widely, and there were 
card on all sides expressions of regret j 
liat the Philippines were to lose the 
crvices of a man who stands so high 
n the regard of all parties and all na- 
ionalities. 
"Shortly after the dispatch of the cable 
i representative of tho Times saw Mr. 
'ilbcrt, who confirmed the story, biitj 
tatcd that he did not desire at this 
ime to make any statement whatsoever, 
t is thus impossible to state officially 
vliat the.plans of the vice governor may 
ie, but it is understood thiit-lie will leave 
he Philippines about October 15, and 
rill spend sdveral months, with Mrs. Gil- 
iert and their daughter Viola, in travel 
ind recreation. Ho is as yet undecided 
vhat hu will.do. when that period comes 
;o an end."

,he same day paid this exalted tribute to 
Vice Governor Gilbert and his wife: 


NEWTON W. GILBERT. 


Vice Governor Gilbert, in a mes- 


•age to the secretary of war which 
reflects the'fims spirit of the man, 
has reque3ted-xthe immediate accept- 
ance of tho resignation he sent some 
months age; to President 
Wilson. 


The entire .community will tmite in 
the expression'of a profound sorrow 
that he has found political conditions 
in the United States such as to make 
it desirable to' take this action. The 
public attitude toward the vice gov- 
ernor is one of absolute confidence 
and of deep admiration, tinged with 
the strong personal affection which 
his rare qualities have won, and, 
since this paper shares that attitude, 
it finds it difficult to write of Mr.

Soon after 
Jiia action had been taken the rumor of 
t had 'Spread widely, and there, were 
icard on all sides expressions of regret 
;hat the Philippines were to lose the 
services of a man who stands so high 
n tlic regard of all parties and all na- 
onaliticn. 
"Shortly after the dispatch of the cable 


a representative of tho Times saw Mr. 
Gilbert, who confirmed the story, but 
itated that he did not desire n't this 
me to make any statement whatsoever. 


It is thus impossible to state officially 
what the plans of the vice governor may 
ae, but it is understood tliut-liu will leave 
the Philippines about October 15, and 
will spend sdvcral months, with Mrs, Gil- 
bert and their daughter Viola, in travel 
and recreation.

those who were actuated by other prin- 
ciples that it was hard for them to do 
right nnd keep their heads above the' 
waters of financial ruin. 


Contractors are doing better work 


nowadays and' the board has only to 
watch out for the bridging of emergency 
cases that are likely to prove expensive 
in the long run. There is always in the 
country, where there are long hauls 
from the railroads, difficulty in obtain- 
ing ears and other difficulties that beset 
the builders, the possibility of running 
short on one or more building materials, 
find employment elsewhere, 


Under these conditions it is an easy 


matter for' a. superintendent, without 
the knowledge of his employers, to put 
in less concrete, less stone or less of any 
ingredient he may be short 
o f , than 


good, honest work demands, and avoid 
delay and the necessity of laying off his 
laborers at times when they could easily 
fin (ic.mployment elsewhere. 


With a big touring car always on the 


rond the contractors can not take these 
chances nowadays and the board as- 
serts tliis sustains the contention that 
good results are being obtained by the 
list1 of the machine.
